MULLER AND HIS CONCESSION.

They Are Apparently in Danger - What 


Davis and Higinbotham Say. 


Mr, Muller and his concession for selling 
all sorts of fancy goods in the buildings and 
about the grounds of the Exposition are in 
Director-General Davis said yes- 
terday that if this man or his agents repre- 
sented their goods as in any way being ex- 
hibits their booths would not be allowed to 


run. | 

I have had applications,” said Col, Davis, 
“from many exhibiters who have brought 
goods here which they are not able to display 
asking that they be allowed to put the surplus 
on sale for immediate delivery, I have re- 
ferred the whole matter to the Council of Ad- 
ministration for action, Under no circum- 
stances, however, caa we let our exhibit build- 
ings be turned into marta of trade. If ex- 
hibiters would agree to keep their displays 
complete, however. and the council should 
grant them permission, I should think it not 
unjust to allow them to recoyp themselves to 
some extent by the sale of dRplicates. I have 
heard some talk of Muller and his concession. 
but I do not understand that it hag ever been 
fully consummated.” — : 

President Higinbotham said that he would 
see that Muller was not allowed to interfere 
with any of the exhibiters, _concession 
was let to the compuny represented by Muller 
by the old Ways atid’ Means committee, he 
agreeing to pay $50,000 for the privilege at 
the rate of about $5 000 a week. It is under- 
stood that $10,000 will be due the Exposi- 
tion company from Muller’s company Mon- 
day. and that unless it is promptly paid there 
is every reason to believe that Council of 
Administration will take the opportunity to 
get rid of what they feel to be a bad bargain. 
President Higinbotham said, however, that no 
complaint on the part of any exhibiter had 
come to him in an official way. As far as 
could be learned Muller opened no new 
booths yesterday.

Openly Advertised It. 
This system came to be used so openly that 


,certain stores near the residence neighbor- 


hoods of the poorer classes openly advertised 
that they furuished free transportation to their 
customers. 

The firms that worked the scheme were 
mostly proprietors of drug stores, cigar stores, 
and saloons, though afew small dry goods 


|‘ houses and boot and shoe and furnishing 


goods places manipulated the conductor’s 
punch. 

It ts not even suspected that all business 
houses that provide waiting- rooms for their 
customers have been guilty of this dishonest 
work, and in cases of stores that have been in 
the swindling plan it is presumed that the con- 
ductors who furnished the un 
punched transfers were paid for 
them by those to whom they were given. 
Among the transfer points at which this rob- 
bery is reported to have been going on are 
the intersections of Chicago avenue, Madison, 
Van Buren, and Twelfth street with Western 
avenue, 

It is said that this conspiracy has been in 
existence for some time past, but has just 
been unearthed. It probably has beén brought 
home to the officials of the company more 
lately because of the fact that they have re- 
cently commenced the operation of new 
cross-town lines which greatly increase the 
number of transfer points. i 

Officials of the company had not a word to 
say about the matter. It.was observed that 
there was more of a mystery surrounding the 
affair than the chief officials of the company 
felt disposed to admit. General. Manager 
Parsons and General Superintendent Craw- 
ford refused to see anyone about the matter. 

It was reported yesterday that warrants had 
been issued for the arrest of several of the 
business-men along the lines as well as for a 
score of conductors. 

Says He Will Voluntarily Confess It. 

A conductor on the West Twelfth street line 
said he understood that search-warrants had 
been issued and that several stores had been 
searchéd; that large quantities of unpunched 
transfer tickets and several conductors’ 
punches had been found. He was asked if he 
knew what houses kept such tickets now and 
replied that he had himself given some such 
transfers to one business-house, but that he 
would not tell the name or address. Ho said 
further that he did not intend to wait fora 
warrant of arrest, but that he was goi#hg down 
to the office Monday and tell the Superintend- 
ent all he knew about it. 

A-driver on the West Twelfth street line 
said that his conductor had been seen by him 
to enter stores near transfer points, and that. 
he had suspected him of taking part in this 
conspiracy; that he was afraid they would 
mix him up in it, and that he intended to go 
to the office and tell all he knew of it.

CHOLERA NOT SERIOUS IN FRANCE, 


But if It Becomes Epidemic the Scourge 
Cannot Be Kept Out of Paris. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Paris, July 1.—[Copyright. 1893, by the 
Press Publishing company, New York World.] 
—During the week a fairly large number of 


cases of cholera have been reported in a desul- 


tory way by the newspapers from various parts 
of the South, and, for instance, five at Tareat 
in the Department of Ariege; twenty at Pa- 
miers, and several at Mirepoint: three deaths 
at Montpellier, two deaths at Toulon, but at 
the Ministry of the Interior it was said the 
government did not think the epidemic im- 
portant enough to warranta publication of 
statistics for this week. A workman named 
Berhard, living in St. Dents, died of a chol- 
eraic disease. A young girl died in the 
Montmartre region of similar disease. 
Bureau of Statistics reports a number of 
cases of a cholera form cf disease in hospi- 
tals. The total number of deaths is 1,069, as 
against, a weekly average of 920. The 
temperature has reached 80° for three days 
and many things are favorable to the develop- 
ment of cholera. It is generally conceded 
that if the Sonthern epidemic becomes serious 
the disease cannot be kept out of Paris.

RARE VASES IN JAPANESE SECTION, 


Allegorical Decorations on Enamel Ware 
Exhibited at the Exposition. 

A conser and two vases, the largest pieces 
of cloisonné enamel ware ever produced, have 
been placed in the Japanese section of the 
Fine Arts Department, 

By some error they were first taken to the 
Japanese exhibit in the Manufactures Build- 
ing, where they were shown for several weeks. 
They now occupy à prominent- place at the 
left of the entrance of the Japanese fine arts 
section. 


These vases stand over eight feet in height 


and the three pieces are supported on bases 
of elaborately carved koyaki, a wood resem- 
bling oak. On the front of one of the vases 
is a dragon with its head among the clouds 
and lashing the water beneath it into foam 
with its body and tail. On the reverse a 
flock of plover is seen circling above the 


Waves. 

The colors used in the design are not 
brilliant, but there isa fine harmony in the 
effect of clouds and water, which is almost of 
black and white, alone, and the gray blues 
and greens and dull orange yel- 
low of the dragon. It is  interesti 
to notice that the artist has rendered in ename 
the effect of the peculiar touch of Japan- 
ese 3

The Banker Was Stricken While Going to 
Luncheon=The Remains Embalmed.

Drexel, she said, looked unusually well when 
he passed through Paris at the beginning of 
June. His daughter, Mrs. Paul, died at Carls- 
bad in that month last year and she be- 
lieved the fact depressed him while there. 
She was the third daughter he had lost. He 
had taken the cure for many years for kidney 
trouble and had at first been much benefited 
by it. The day of his death Mr. Harjes re- 
ceived a telegram in the morning that Mr. 
Drexel was well and enjoying his com- 
patriots,” asthe German expressed it.

ARE OPPOSED TO THE FIELD TESTS. 


Agricultural Implement Dealers Do Not 
> Favor Thacher’s Plan. 

The exhibiters of agricultural implements 
held an adjourned meeting yesterday after- 
noon, in Assembly Hall, Chief Buchanan pre- 
siding, to renew the consideration of awards 
and of Mr. Thacher’s scheme for actual tests 
of their implements. Chief Buchanan, who 
had ptomised to have Mr. Thacher present, 
apologized for his failure, and begged to sub- 
stitute a letter from Mr. Thacher for his per- 
sonal presence. The letter was a zharacter- 
istic document, reiterating Mr. Thacher's 
views on awards, and hinting at the desirable- 
ness of an actual test of agricultural imple- 
ments. It was as follows: 
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two departments. the Mining and Machinery. 
When the oil well people were first induced to 
put up an elaborate exhibit they accepted the 
space back of Machinery Hall, with the under- 
standing thata large main aisle twenty-five 
feet widé would be left directly across the 
building leading to the exhibit. This was in 
the original plans of the Machinery Depart- 
ment, the aisle in question connecting the 
two main entrances of hall, one 
on the north and one on the south side. 
ing under this assurance the Oil Well & 
— RV a space 150x250 feet im- 
mediately in the rear of the main south en- 
trance and commenced installing its exhibit. 
The company was obliged by the Exposition 
authorities to put up a fireproof building, 
which it did at a cost of $14,000, althoug 
since then the Exposition has built a small 
store-house for paints and oils right beside it. 
These supply companies have expended in the 
neighborhood of $50,000 and have installed 
an exhibit worth $100,000, which, owing to 
its inferior location, is seldom seen by a 
visitor. 

The first trouble,“ said one oil man yester- 
day, ‘‘ arose when the mechanical department, 
hampered for lack of space, filled up the wide 
aisle with air-comp rs and machinery. 
Later on a scaffolding was built in the south 
entrance for painting pe and has been 
left ever since, completely blocking up the 
remaining passageway. Supt. Young of Ma- 
chinery Hall was applied to to have the scaf- 
folding removed, but claimed he had no men 
for the purpose. So the scaffolding has re- 
mained and is likely to. Lately rough board 
shanties for timekeepers and workmen were 
built on the broad steps of the south ap- 
proach, making the locality even more wnin- 
viting than before arf the less likely to at- 
tract visitors. 

The most interesting part of the oil ex- 
hibit, and one which there is now small like- 
lihood of being undertaken, is the boring of a 
well for oil 8,000 feet down into the ground, 
The machinery was all installed and the first, 
length of pipe sunk to a depth of thirty feet, 
when, owing to the trouble with the manage- 
ment of Blachinery Hall, work was discon- 
tinued, The well was to be sunk 3,000 feet 
below the surface and was expected to cost in 
the neighborhood of $5,000. The result was, 
of course, unknown, but it was expected that 

flowing artesian well would be 

at about 900 feet. This 

to de cased and boring 
continued. From geological considerations 
it is stated that many more improbable strikes 
are made than would be the finding of oil or 
gas at a sufficient depth in Chicago. Still the 
well would be drilled just as an exhibit, and 
though every precaution would be taken in 
case oil or was struck, yet no disa t- 
ment would be felt if mone were found: If 
oil or gas should be struck inside the Fair 
rounds, one can scarcely estimate whata 
rawing card it would be for the Exposition.” 

The Mining ment has taken the 
grievances of the Oil Well company under 
consideration and has applied to the Director 
of Works for an imm te redress, so ¢ 
the authorities of Machinery Hall will be 
compelled to remove the obnoxious scaffold- 
ing, cars, and shanties which so the 
‘** backyard ’’ of the Fair, and to make it more 
inviting for visitors.

Most of them consist of private col- 
lections of contemporaneous Indian imple- 
ments, arms, dress, and household articles, 
one collection being nearly like another, at 
least to casual observers. What strikes the 
attention first and excites the greatest interest 
is the model of the Indiag village of Skede- 
gats, on Queen Charlotte's 
n British Columbia. 
tion was, secured by Chief 
and isin charge of James Deans 
Scotchman, for thirty years a resident of the 
islands. The village consists of a row of cot- 
tages, | on an exhibition platform 
three feet high and-about fifty feet long, with 
ascreen behind it, on which 


is painted a 

panoramic view of the country. 
cottage. models are about two 
and h and decorated 
with euriously and 
eously carved and nted totem poles 
peculiar to the Heidah tribe. Deans, 
who, though an uneducated man, an adept 
in this India lore, says that the Heidah habita- 
tions have been like this from prehistoric 
times. They appear to be built of k, but 
are, in fact, constructed of river bs. One 
—— of the ornamentation is the fright- 
ul carvings of dragon heads protruding from 
the eaves; and as if to confound the anthro- 
pologist it is said that they are almost the 
counterpart of similar ornaments on some of 

the houses of the Japanese. 

Farther on, and to the right, the visitor 
steps into the inclosure of New South Wales 
exhibit. for which great praise is given Exec- 
utive Commissioner Renwick, by whose exer- 
tions it was collected. It is necessary to see 
the collection, however, in order to fully en- 
joy or understand it. The exhibits relate not 
only to New South Wales, but to Australia, 
the New Hebrides, the Solomon Islands, New 
Guinea, New Britain, and Marquis Island. 
They consist in part of an immense display 
of enlarged photographs, illustrating the 
appearance and manners and customs of 
the aborigines, and in part of an almost end- 
less assortment of their weapons of warfare 
and of the chase, the garments, rudé manu- 
factures and household implements. Among 
them are boomerangs, spears, bows and ar- 
rows, shields, stone axes, costumes, fans, 
and shell money. A person with the slightest 
interest in these races would be entertained 
here for hours. 

Exhibit of Folk Lore. 


Farther down one comes to the space as- 
signed to Prof. Culin for his folk-lore exhibit, 
Under this head comes primitive religions, 
customs, and games, though in fact the dis- 
play is confined to primitive games. These 
are shown in horizontal showcases stretching 
entirely across the building. To make the 
collection Prof. Culin has rangacked every 
country on the globe and every age of the 
world back to prehistoric times. Singular to 
relate, while he has dice that were used for 
gambling at least as early as 500 B. C. he has 
never been able to collect a set of the cards 
with which twenty-five years ago the people of 
this country played the game of Dr. Busby. 
One of the neatest stories in his showcase is 
the evolution of playing-cards from dice, and 
of dice from the knuckle-bones of a sheep.

OPEN SUNDAY FOR TWENTY-FIVE CENTS. 

The total paid attendance at the Fair last 
Sunday was but a trifle over 62.000. In one 
sense this is very large. There were at Jack- 
son Park about 50 per cent.more people than 
there are in that Illinois city which ranks next 
to Chicago. Yet there were not as many 
visitors as were anticipated when the Fair was 
thrown open Sundays. ö 

Sunday is the day on which the greatest 


Humber of people ha ve the most leisure. Why, , 


then, were not there more at the Exposition? 
Unwillingness to take recreation on that day 
was not the cause, for the parks were filled 
with people. Lincoln Park was crowded with 
men and women who went there not merely 
to sit on the grass in the shade, but to look at 
the flowers and especially the animals. It is 


evident that religious sentiment did not keep 


them away from Jackson Park, else they 
would have staid at home altogether. | 

It is reasonable to assume, therefore, that 
their sole reason for going to North and West 
Side parks, where there was little to see, in- 
stead of Jackson Park, where. there was a 
great deal to see, was because one Cost them 
nothing and the other 50 cents. If the Expo- 
sition were free to the public Sundays no one 
doubts that it would be packed. That cannot 
be done, but supposing as a compromise the 
directors were to lower the admission fee to 
25 cents, who doubts that the attendance 
would be largely increased, just as it would 
be cut down very much were the fee raised to 
a dollar. 

As the price falls the attendance increases. 
That is the case always. So why not lower the 
price for next Sunday and see how great the 
increase will be? It is admitted that there are 
those who will pay 25 cents to go put who 
will not pay 50. Why should not the Fair 
take in the quarters as well as the halves? 
Why should there be dread of something 
which will make a crowd Sundays? There 
is room enough at the park for several hun- 
dred thousand people. Why should there be 
only a select attendance of 62,000? 

The gate receipts Sunday last were about 
$30,000. Those from the concessionnaires 
are not known. If there had been as many 
people on the grounds at the 25-cent’ rate as 
there were the Saturday before, when the 


races competed with the Fair, the gate receipts 


would have been a little over $30,000 and the 
receipts from concessions nearly double what 
they were because the crowd would have been 
twice as great. Hence itis easy to see how an 
occasional “ people's day can add to the 
receipts of the Fair instead of loweting them. 

The experiment is one which the directors 
should try. They should see whether a Sun- 
day 25-cent rate will not transfer from the 
parks to the Exposition many of those poor 
workmen who do not go to the latter because 
50 cents is prohibitory fot them. Itis known 
that there are many such. Give thema chance 
to see the Fair—the Fair they have taxed them- 
sel ves to make. 

It is known also that there are many who 
will not go to the Fair Sundays simply be- 
cause they are asked to pay a full rate for a 
half show. They do not object to 50 cents on 
week days but they do Sundays when there is 
only about a third as much to see in the Ex- 
position proper zud they keep away. Were 
the Sunday rate cut down one-half they would 
go on that day in addition to going on week 
days and the Fair would receive much money 
now lost to it, more by far than it would lose 
by admitting for 25 cents those who would 
otherwise pay 50 cents to go in. It may seem 
absurd that when there is so much to see Sun- 
days any one should be unwilling to pay 50 
cents because there is only a half show, but 
there are such and their money is worth hav- 
ing. So the experiment ought to be tried. 
If the two classes of people referred to do go 
to the Fair the 25-cent rate will be a great suc- 
cess. If they still keep away it need not be 
repeated. 


THE MUSICAL CONGRESSES. 

Music, “ heavenly maid,” now will have her 
inning ‘for a week in the scheme of the 
World’s Fair Auxiliary Congresses. Beginning 
tomorrow morning and closing . Saturday 
next the Art Institute will be a hive of musical 
industry, There will be no less than five 
musical congresses in which the American 
College of Musicians, the public school mu- 
sical representatives, the Music Teachers“ Na- 
tional Association, the Woman’s Musical Con- 
gress and the Illinois Music Teachers’ Associ- 
ation will take part. Afterthe formal open- 
ing Monday morning, the American College 
of Musicians, of which E. M. Bowman is 
President, will have the remainder of the day, 
and musical education also will be discussed. 
Tuesday the Music Teachers’ National 
Aesociation will oceupy the morning and in 
the afternoon there will be a discussion of 
musical journalism, Wednesday in the 
morning there will be a discussion of Indian 
and folk song music, the firet meeting of the 
Woman's Musical Congress, and also a sym- 
posium on musical education. Thursday the 
Illinois Musical Teachers’ Association will 
meet, the Woman's Congress will continue its 
labors, and musical education will be dis- 
cussed in all its bearings. Friday the 
Woman's Congress will close its session, mu- 
sical education will be further discussed, and 
the State teachers will havea symposium of 


sacred music, besides. which there will bea 


concert of works by [Illinois composers. 
Saturday the Congresses will close with a dis- 
cussion of the higher education in music. 
The official program in all its details is one 
of colossal proportiona. There will be papers 
by such well-known musicians and musical 


writers as Prof. Stanley of Ann Arbor, Albert.

YESTERDAY AT THE FAIR. 


day need not be desired for a visit to the Fair. 
It was especially welcome to the Canadians, 
who had ma ie ample preparations to celebrate 
at the World’s Columbian Exposition the twen- 
ty-sixth anniversary ot the consolidation of 
the provinces on the other side of our North- 
ern border. It was Dominion day,“ and 
representatives of all countries as well as th: 
Exposition authorities and officials of this 


city were invited to join in the celebration. 


The exercises were sufficiently impressive. 


The Canadian Commission held a reception in 


the morning in the Dominion Building, which 
was attended numerously, and none the 
less 80. because the British structure, 
only a few yards distant, was closed 
tightly and offensively as usual, a placard noti- 
fying the passers by that it would not be open 
till 2 e’clock. The procession from the Cana- 
dian headquarters to Festival Hall, where the 
formal exercises were held, was led by the 
British military contingent, and halted awhile 
at Transportation Hall while the band played 


„the Dead March in Saul before the model 


of the ill-fated Victoria. The subsequently 
delivered addresses were listened to by a large 
proportion of the 200,000 or more Canadian 
residents of this city, with several thousand 
visitors direct from the Dominion, and they 
had the merit of brevity as well as oratorical 
excellence. Several of the speeches were 
made in French, the ‘eastern section being 
well represented, as well as the English- 
speaking portions of the Dominion. . 

The principal address of the day was by J. 
S. Larke, the Canadian Executive Comunis- 
sioner. Of course his talk was “ patriotic,”’ 
some may think unnecessarily so, but he did 
well to seize on the occasion to sketch some- 
thing of the wonderful progress his country 
has made in the last quarter of a century. 
He disavowed for his people any sympathy 
with movements looking towards annexation 
with the United States, but spoke of the im- 
portance of maintaining friendly relations 
between the two countries, of keeping up the 
boundary line, and guarding and defending 
it if necessary, and insisted that the people 
of the Dominion are a covenant-keeping peo- 
ple, defying any one to instance a case where 
Canada had violated any condition of her 
treaties with foreign nations. 

This celebration was far from being the anly 
special attraction of theday atthe Fair. Music 
Hall was open in the afternoon to the Ger- 
man-American Woman's Chorus, and just out- 
side the northern entrance to the park the 
model Sunday-school was opened at 8 o’clock 
with appropriate ceremonies. The fireworks 
display in the evening formed an additional 
inducement to many thousands to visit the 
scene, and altogether the day was one of the 
most successful of any in the two months 
since the Fair was opened. From early 
morning till late after sundown the people 
streamed in, and it was difficult to find a spot 
not occupied by sight-seers or_ loungers, 
the latter being much better provided 
for in the matter of seats* than 
was the case a few weeks ago. 
It may be remarked that there was no appar- 
ent surplusage of guards. The recent cutting 
down has eliminated so many of them that 
those remaining are scattered rather widely. 
The eating halle were moderately well patron- 
ized by the public, but the number of those 
who took lunches in the open air was great 
enough to suggest that the extortions reported 
to have been practiced dt some of the restau- 
rants on the opening day have not been for- 
gotten. It may bein order to remind those 
intending to visit the Fair in the future that 
the lesson has been learned by the caterers, 
and that it is possible now to avoid the fatigue 
of carrying lunches to the Fair without having 
to pay outrageous prices for refreshments pur- 
chased on the grounds.

egotistical alien in assuming to speak for the 
American people upon such a question as this. 
„For such a mission and such a destiny,“ 
says Mr. Carnegie, even Queen Victoria on 
bended knee might pray. However pious or 
fervent Victoria’s prayers might be they 
never would be answered, 

What is it that Mr. Carnegie wants in this 
connection? Reduced to the fewest words, 
What is the nature of his Utopian scheme? 
He would have this country pay off the British 
debt and make England unprecedentedly 
wealthy by conferring free trade on it. En- 
gland to do our manufacturing and take its 
pay in foodstuffs, cotton, raw materials, and 
gold, and the United States to fight the ene- 
mies of England and protect it, our wealthy 
classes living there and spending their money 
there as Mr. Carnegie does. The imprac- 
ticability of this Carnegie silliness is illustrated 
by the proposition to cut off India, Australia, 
Egypt, and South Africa, and his as- 
sumption that England voluntarily would 
consent to this! It again ie illus- 
trated by a political inconsistency, which

payment for clerkships. As a rule the women 
do not secure such high positions as the men, 
but for those they obtain they receive equal 
pay with the men, aud in factory labor in 
Massachusetts the wages‘of men and women 
are becoming equalized in the higher grades 
of work as well as the lower. gare 
From the census. returns for Massachusetts 
Mr. Carroll D. Wright has shown that there 
are few lines of remunerative employment 


which ure not now open to woman, that in 


domestic service she doininates the field, 
that in the trades she divides the field with 
men in the proportion of nearly one to two, 
and that in professidnal life there is hardly 
a single field where we do not find her occu- 
pied“ whether we turn to religion, medi- 
cine, literature, art, music, the drama, educa- 
tion, or science.“ As to wages, woman is ad- 
vancing all along theline. Singers, artists, 
and other professional women are paid as well 
as men, or if not “ their compensation does 
not excite the sympathy or interest of the 
public.” Mr, Wright states several reasons 
why in most occupations women receive 


less wages than men, and why, in his opinion, 


they will continue to do so, in spite of 
legislative or other considerations. These are 
that woman is an entirely new economic 
factor in the industrial system, oecupies a 
lower standard both in physical features and 
in mental demands, has an insufficient equip- 
ment for life work, due largely to matri- 
monial hopes, lacks the influence which 
comes from combination and association, and 
her entrance to the industrial field has 
created a supply out of proportion to the de- 
mand. 

Mrs. M. G. Fawcett, one of the clearest 
economic writers of the day, does not approve 
the idea that women could raise their wages 
by the aid of trades unions. She holds that 
the cardinal fact regulating wages is the pro- 
ductiveness. of the most productive kind of 
labor within the reach of each individual 
worker, A man laborer of any grade has to 
be paid as much as he could earn in other em- 
ployments he would be able to take up. Be- 
cause he has a wider training than a woman 
has he has more of such employments to look 
to; hence can demand higher pay. What 
women most want is more training, to enable 
them to pursue mot skilled handicrafts and 
u larger number o 
She regards it as an error, both in principle 
and in tactics, to advise women under all cir- 
cumstances to demand the same wages for 
the same work as men, and instances the fact 
that the London School Board finds it diffi- 
cult to get men enough to fill the vacancies 
for mule teachers, while the number of 
woman applicants is considerably in excess of 
the requirement, though the latter ate paid 
less than the men. She also cites the experi- 
ence of an-endowed school in Hertfordshire, 
the governors of which started out with the 
good intention of paying the same wages for 
the same work to all their teachers, whether 
men of women, The result was that the 
women, being attracted by the favorable 
terms, were exceptionally well qualitied for 
the work, while the men were mefe average 
specimens of their profession. Hence the 
equality was only nominal, the same money 
bringing a better article in the female labor 
market than it did in the male labor market. 
This would have been a satisfactory outcome if 
women could in all cases do the work of men 
in the conduct of the school. But they cannot, 
and the fact that women cannot in many 
cases do the work of men, even if mentälly 
qualified for it, too often is overlooked in the

The Carnegian scheme, however, is so pre- 
posterous and so absolutely at variance with 
the sentiments of the American people that it 
does not commend itself even to serious con- 
sideration, much less to argument. It is the 
silly vaporing of a millionaire who, having 
made his money here, has returned to Great 
Britain to live and spend it. It will enlist the 
favor only ofa handful of mugwumps, mostly 
to be found in New Tork City, 
Hartford, and Boston, and of those 
idiotic Anglo-maniacs in New Tork who 
roll up their trousers when it rains as a con- 
cession to English dampness. The millions 
of American people are not yet ready to clasp 
England in an embrace of universal brother- 
hood. It may be that sucha hugging match 
is a dream of Mr. Andrew Carnegie, but it is 
more likely that he hae written these twenty 
or more pages of stuff and nonsense in order 
to set the British talking about him and to 
magnify his own inconsequentiality. 


NOW HE WILL ATTEND TO CHICAGO. 

Mayor Harrison announces that all vacan- 
cies in the city service are filled. The last 
Republican whom it is intended to discharge 
has been given his walking papers, and no 
more appointments will be made or applica- 
tions considered. The hungry loungers about 
the City Hall are asked to move on and not 
block up the passage ways. The Mayor 
has completed all city appointments and 
wishes to devote his entire time to the duties 
of his office,”’ | 

This is pleasing news. Itis fair to assume 
that a great many evils of which people com- 
plain have not been remedied because the 
Mayor has not been able to devote his entire 
time to the duties of his office. Of course 
allowance should be made for the fact that he 
has had to assist at a large number of public 
functions. It was necessary, perhaps, for 
him to be constant to the Infanta while she 
was here, and there have been other distin- 
guished visitors whom he has had to welcome 
with oratory not alwaysof the highest quality. 
But it is known that he has also spent con- 
siderable time in replacing one set of men by 
another, sometimes to the benefit and some-

Therefore there is no reason why the Mayor 
should not take from one of his pigeon holes 
the platform adopted on the last day of Feb- 
ruary by the convention which nominated 
him, and which met with his hearty approval. 
It says in one paragraph, referring to the city, 
that its physical appearance and its sanitary 
condition shall not only be beyond reproach, 
but shall attain excellence.” There may be a 
difference of opinion as to what constitutes 
excellence, but it is certain that the physical 
appearance and sanitary condition of the 
city are not beyond reproach, for the papers 
are printing daily reproachful letters and ar- 
ticles concerning both. Important streets 
which lead to the World’s Pair, like Wabash 
avenue, are yet horribly dirty, Garbage boxes 
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pated. What shall be done. however, with those 
which are locked up in the Treasury vaults? 
They are useless now. The government can- 
not pay a debt with them, and if it could it 
would not like to use for that purpose coins 
which areata premium.

Tun action of the Board of Control of the 
World's Fair in the matter of reducing er- 
penses is wise and prudent from the business 
point of view.

unguarded. It is notorious that thieves are at 
work in the Fairgrounds and more than one 
building nas suffered from their depredations. 
Reports of their operations increase daily. 
Sneak thieves are on the lookout to raid ex- 
hibits and pickpockets are at work in the 


great crowds at the elevated station and va- | 


rious exits. Some of the exhibiters are talk. 
ing of suite against the Exposition company 
to recover damages. It should be considered 
seriously, therefore, whether this is the proper 
time for reducing the number of guards, as is 
proposed. The chiefs of departments uni- 
versally are opposed to it and are urging that 
the guards be increased instead of decreased. 
While it does not seem necessary to increase 
their number, would not the exhibiters be 
protected more effectively if the number of 
guards inside the buildings were increased? 
They are more needed there than on the 
grounds. So far as pockets are concerned 
people must look out for themselves, but the 
opportunities for stealing in the pavilions are 
such that the erhibiters are well nigh power- 
less in the premises. The temptations for 
robbery are very numerous and are such as 
to attract expert thieves. Butin the mean- 
time what are the numerous high-priced se- 
cret service men doing? They are paid a 
large sum out of the World’s Fairfunds. One 
would suppose that a few of them at least 
would be at the elevated station fo protect the 
patrons of the Fair and more of them in the
